2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-7 and 17 lack novelty under PCX Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Shyur el al. (US 7,037,696). 
Shyur et aJ. teach a compound having a polypeptide portion that includes the sequence PI -Gly-P3-Ser wherein PI is Glu and P3 is Gly 
(e.g., Seq ID NO: 5, amino acids 177-180). Since the structure matches the required sducture, this polypeptide reads inherently upon an 
inhibitor of HAUSP. 

Therefore the reference anticipates die instant clainis above.
